a) As Exhibits Pages 69 thru 72 a handwritten letter 
dated August 15, 1974 and envelope addressed by Generai Prac- 
titioner Dr. H. H. Margulies, M.D., London, England, to The 
Medical Centre, Webb House, 210 Pentonville Road, Kings Cross, 
London, England, with U.S. Consul John C. Mallon's true copy 
certificate dated September 2, 1977, plus a copy of typewritten 
transcript. This letter contains a veiled request to the Medical 
Centre physician who was to get the requested laboratory tests 
done and to also physically examine the Appellant, to make a 
false report as basis for the Social Security Administration's 
Medical Report, demanded by that U.S. government agency, to the

tration which approved the claim after the proper Medical 

Report and other evidence were furnished in September 1974.

The Appellant had never even told Dr. H. H. Margulies that he 
was medically malpracticed on in the United States, but he was 
given this information and unlawful instructions by the functi- 
onaries of organized medicine.

This letter shows that no proper investigation of Appellant's

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V. ARGUMENT 


POINTS: La thru. 7s 


This is in addition to the Argument contained in the 
Appellant's Brief. 


Appellant was by criminal, unlawful and unconstitutional 
means prevented from diligently investigating the deleterious 
consequences of the negligent acts and omissions of the 
Veterans Administratiom employees inspite of his efforts. 
While Appellant would have had to risk his life and that of 
his parents by filing a tort claim for medical malpractice 
before August 2, 1974, such filing would have been futile, 
because the Veterans Administration would have insisted on 
statements from physicians and none of them was willing to 
issue a report directly or indirectly reflecting medical 
malpractice of other physicians and medical personnel until 
September 24, 1974. This is proved by Exhibits Pages 2 thru 493 
“54 thru 59; 69 thru 84. In order to put the sole ourden for 
discovery on a claimant in such cases, his word alone would 
have to be accepted and the requirement of physicians state- 
ments would have to be abolished. 


Exhibits Pages 77 thru 81 show, for instance, that in 
New York City the Appellant's harmless demand in 1970 fora 
Medical Statement as to some but not all of his ailments, 
which mentioned nothing about medical malpractice and from 
which certainly no layman could conclude it, caused organized 
medicine to carry out a new murder attempt on the Appellant 
resulting in very great bodily harm and his having to flee 
the United States of America once more in order to save his 
life. 


Therefore, the court opinions cited by the Appellees as 
to the "continuous treatment rule" and as to “discovery of 
the negligent acts and omissions" are not applicable to this 


special case. 


e @ 


Appellant's illegal detention in Bellevue Psychiatric 
Hospital caused by the Kingsbridge Veterans Administration 
Hospital physician on October 23, 1965 was not only false 
imprisonment. The negligent and wrongfulacts of this phy- 
sician were also medical malpractie and omissions of negligent 
magnitude because on arrival at said hospital Appellant was 
handed an application form for psychiatric admission and 
Appellant crossed everything out and wrote underneath that 
his application was for medical hospitalization and treatment 
only and not for psychiatric hospitalization and treatment. 
Thereafter he told this physician that he was not mentally ill 
but that he was physically ill and urgently needed treatment 


for liver damage, anemia, circulatory complications and in- 
fection and other damage of the genito-urinary tract. Even 
though the Appellant looked very ill, said physician gave him 
no physical examination and did not even take his blood pres- 
sure. The appellant refused to answer all questions as to the 
cause of his illness or anything else that could be used to 
twist the facts for psychiatric detention purposes. There- 
‘fore, this was foremost a life endangering denial of treatment 
and hospitalization for a very grave physical illness to which 
Appellant was entitled as a Veteran and for which the Appellees 
are responsible under the Federal Tort Claims Act. 


In addition to the criminal, unlawful and unconstitutional 
means by which Appellant was prevented from filing his adminis- 
trative tort claim until August 2, 1974 already cited and sup- 
ported in Appellant's Brief, there was also a clear case of 
continuous FRAUD on the part of the Appellees and of physicians 
and othersAnvolved. This is supported by the Appendix and Ex- 
hibits cf the Appellant's Brief as well as by Exhibits Pages 
69 thru 84 annexed hereto. 


FRAUD is, however, an additional reason why the statute of 
limitations must be tolled in this special case.

Gentlemens 


I am herewith asking that the licenses to practioe medicine ? 
of Roger Alan Mackinnon, “.]). and of Jacques J. Bardavid,M.D. “ 
be permanently revoked and that they be prosecuted for deliberate 
‘ordminal medical malpractice, and for oonspiracy on behalf of 

the New York crime syndicate. 


On dune 12, 1967, I was kidnaped by a detective, who did no% 
identify himself, out of the Clerk's room whera I peacefully 

waited to see an English-speaking prosecutor at the Palais de 
Juetice in Paria, France. 1 had tries to file a complaint 

because the restaurante in larise had been putting inteatines 
damaging Inxatives into my food, causing me a severe diarrhea 
for about two weeke with weakening of the circulatory system 4 
and possible new liver damage. 


I wns then put by the Criminal Yolice into Sainte Anne Hospital 
with the consent of officials of the Amerionn Embassy who had 
never seer me nor talked with me. This is a mental hospital. 
The purpons was to deport mo to a mental hospital in the 

United Utatee. However, I refused to return to the United 
States until such time that guarantees were given mo that 1 
would not be committed into a mental hoepital and that I 

would be left unharmed. 


The Frenoh police operate under a mental health law of ths 
eighteenhundredthirties. According to thie law, only the i 
clice can relense from the hospital these they had put in. 
n the oaae of FYrenchmen, no psychiatrist dares to apply for 
A resease order before at least six months have elapsed, 
irrespective «* whether or not the inmate ie a rental case. 
No home visits ares nllowed these “police patients", whereas 
real patients, not put in by the police, spend in many instances 
most ox the week at nome. 


In the case of foreigners, they ure usually promptly deported. 
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There are no provisions for appeal in a court of law or to 
be represented by lawyers. 


A faw days after my detention, the American Conoul in Paria, 
Yies Mary Chinavarini, visited me. She immedintely saw that I 
waa no mental case and promined to get me released in Paris 
within a few days. 


However, nfter this visit she did not reappear for several weeks. 
She then ohanged her tune to the effect that I would have to 
return to a mental hospital in the United States. She obviously 
had gotten thene instructions from herr colleagues at the 
American Fmbasey who had coneapired to get me incarcerated in 

the first place. I told her that gangeters tried to murder 

me in New York City. She alluded to this in a report to 

the Department of State and made it out to be proof of my 

mental illness. 


Professor Deniker, in charge of the olinia I was in, promised 

me then to cet mo released to friendea in Germany, if they would 
furnish a letter to the effect that they would piok me up at 

the hospital in Parie. They promptly sent me ouch lcttor, where- 
upon Consul Nary Chiavarini came running and invoked an 014 
treaty to the effect thet 1 would have to return to the United 
Statca. 


On the other hand, a few weeko enrlier, “ really badly diaturbed 
American was released to Sweden only accompanied by his Swedish 


‘ girl friend. 


In October, 1967, L finally consented to return to New York City, 
ofter Professor Deniker mada it olear that he could not release 
me in Kurope due to the American imbasey's attitude, and after 
his collearcue, Professor Denber of New York Qity had personally 
guaranteed me that I would neither be oonmitted into a mental 
hospital in the United States nor physically harmed. After this 
consent was given, the United States Department of State delibora 
ly delayed the formalities necoseary for my return to the United 
States until tho latter part of December 1967 and insisted that 

I be accompanied at my own expense by a hospital staff physican, 
even thcugh 1 needed no supervision. He made the trip only on 
January 3, 1968, due to the holidaye. 


Ae part of the agreement with Frofessor Denber, I reported on. 
January 4, 1968 to the screening department of Vanderbilt Clinic, 
The Presbyterian \icapital in the City of New York. Peyohiatrio 
eoreening rasident Dr. Bowden,M.e, presoribed me 4mg Haldol 
(Haloperidol) per day and artene, the druge I was given in Paris 
and which cauned me tornous discomfort such as Parkinsonian 
symptoma, insomnia, diffiLoulty to void, inability to sit atill, 
etc. Dre Bowden prascribed these drugs even though he saw no 
indication of any mental illness or disturbance or nervousness 
on my part. Thereafter, Wiese Mary Anne Giese, a registered 
psaychiatrio nurse from The Fresbyterian Hospital visited me 

at my apartment several times, taking my blood pressure and 
ohecking on whether or not I took the medicine. 
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After about one week, I was given an appointment with resident 
psychiatrist Dr. Glick, W.D. at the Psyohiatrio Out-Fatient 
Clinic of The l'resbyterian Hospital of the dity of New York. 
He saw me three or four tines, asking me questione about my youth, 
even though I made it clear t® him that I needed none of this. 
He then arranged a meeting with the Psyolfatric Out-Paticat 
Clinic's Director, Roger Alan MaoKinnon,éM.)). and the entire 
poeychintrio medical and nursing staff. I told them during this 
meeting, as from the beginning, that I was not mentally ill, 
that I wae feeling fine mentally, and that 1 needed neither 
treatment nor medication for any mental condition.

However, Roger Alan MacKinnon, M.D., knowing full wel? from 
others that I waa a oriminal urological malpractice oare, 
gave me a veiled threat as to what would happen to me if I 
were not to follow his instructions. He meant that he would 
see to it that I would be made physioally 111 by adulterated 
water and food if I did not follow his instruocticns. 


| After this ataff meeting, Roger Alan MacKinnon,}H.D., and 
associates decided that Miss liary Anne Giese should visit me 
once per week to check my blood pressure and medicine. She 
did thia twice and then got tired of it, etating to me that 
she had more urgent cases to attend to. She wanted to turn me 
over to the Visiting Nurse Service. They allegeldy refused for the 
same reason. Roger Alan MacKinnon,K.D. then turned me over to 
Jacques J. Bardavid, M.D., a highly nervous and disoriented 

' «+ general practitioner with offices then at 611 Weat 177 Street, 

New York, ‘J.¥. All this wae done by telephone. Miss Mary Anne 
Giese told me that it was Dr. VaoKinnon'’s wish that I see 
Jnoques J. Hardavid,i.D. once every aix weeks. Dr. Bardavid, 
who seemed to have few patients, however, and not much to do 
and whose kriowledge in his own field as general practitioner 
seemed to be rather limited and who certainly had no psychi- 
atrio training, ordered me to sce him once por week. lic charged 
me § 10.00 per visit to ask me silly questione, a fee that 
certainly excceded his regular fee. It was fully apparent that 
he had been briefed that I was not a mental case but a oriminal 
urologicial malpractioe case. 


I made it repeatedly clear to Him tat he was to see me only 
every six weoko, but he also gave me veiled threate. Finally, 

on March 8 1966, after 5 vielts, he told me he would stop 

seeing me iow, and that if 1 should “feel bad", I should either 
se@ him aguin or repert to the Peychiatrioc Out-latient Department 
of The Presbyterian Hospital. Actually, I felt mentally and 
enotionally fine and had no nes’ at all for any poychiatric 
treatment.

On July 6, 1968, after I had been employed by Chemical Bank, 

New York Oity, where my performance was highly appreciated, I 
innocently visited Jacques J. Hardavid,H.D. to get a referral 
to ophtalmologist Samuel L. Saltzman,!.D., who wanted it sgor 
Blue Shield medical insurance purposes. Jacques J. Hardavid,MeD. 
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wy 

] refueed me this reforral, even though I had a oyst on my eye 

. lid. He got all exoited, olaiming that he had told me to sec 
him six weeks after my last vieit, and that I had not followed 

a his inatructions. He claimod that he had entered this in his file 
Gard, hut actually he had told me ao stated above that thet 
I was to see him only if I "feel bad". Since I was not used 
to seeing physicians in a tantrum, I left his o?fice without 
listening further to his tirade. 


| A *aw days after I hnd seen Jacques J. Bardavid, i.D., the 
water and fod in New York City was adulterated with chemicals 
against woioh I had »een made allergio by the oriminal urologi~ 
cal malpractice, and I booame severely 111 with new toxiea 
liver damage, circulatory complications, loes of weight, 
digziness,eto. This forced ma to report 111 tc: Chemical Rank

I am herewith asking thnt the liicenses to practice medicine 
of Leo (j. Hess, M.D. and Alexander Muller, &.D. be permanently 
revoked and that they be prosecuted for deliberate criminal 
medical malpractice, and for conspiracy on behalf of the New 
York crime oyndicnte. 


On Septomber 11, 1968, I obtained lnboratory tests. fame showed 
that 1 had new toxic liver darpnge nnd anemia. Beshdes, 1 had 
coronary insufficiency , myocardial wankness, hypotsension 

and allergic reactions. 


On Ceptember 17, 1968, 1 went to see general praotitioner 

Leo G. iiens, heD., then at 621 vest 169 ttreet, Yew York, 

WY 10032. fle knew about my medical malpractice nietory before~ 
hand, even though I had never met or oeen him before. He implied 
that the big shots of organized medicine would not permit hin 

or any other physician to trent me properly or help me. Actually, 
however, he was in full accord with then. 


On one of my subsequent visits which IT had to make to get the 
dinability insurance benefits forma filled out by him , Leo Ge 
Hees, WeD. persuaded mo to accept an injection of Yitamin B12 
from him. Tuie turned out to be adulterated with a chemioal which 
caused mo vreat pain in the henrt area. This pain lasted for 
many months. i 

Leo G. Heas, el. did not volunteer ary help during my visite 
or suggeat prescriptions. Ile only isnued some prescriptions 
which I had asked for nane. He refused my requeat for 
fructose infusions in hie office or for a presoription of 
fruotose intravenous bottles fer solf-administration. Same 
were required to repair my toxio liver damage. 


He handed me once a referral to a pathologiat-hematologist 
and once a referral to an internist, both connected with 
Jewish Memorial Hospital, New York, NY, on whose staff he 
was hireelf. I refused to see these physicians, since it was 
evident that they were supposed to malpractice on me further. 
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Vuring thane visits, Leo G. liess, N.J). prodded me into talking 
nbout the original criminal medical malprnotices and what was 
done to me by whom subsequent ticreto. All or most of my con= 
versations with him were tape recorded by his wife next door. 


On Aupust 19, 1970, Leo G. Heae, M.D., issued a statement whioh 
I needed to prove my disabilities to a German indemnifioation 
office. Iie wan quite upset when I asked him for it. I showed 
him for the firet tine some of the statements and records 

of physicians ard hospitals who treated my original oriminal 
medical malpractioes in Europe. 


The statement of Leo G. Heavy. “.). said that he treated me since 
September 17, 1968 for the foiiowing illnesses and that I was 
since then until an indefinite sariod of time unable to work:

a) Very RHX¥XME severe liver parenchyma damage; 
b) Anemia; 

c) Attaoke of dizzinmasy 

d) Breathing @iffiouliétes; 

©) Loss of weight; 


f) Circulatory dyatenia (Stenosardia) with temporary coronary 
insufficiency and myoonrdial weaknens; 


ge) Hynotension; 


wh) Chronic prostatitias 


4) Intercostal neuritis emanating frcom the prostatitis; 
k) fevere damage to the entire vegetative nervous systen; 
1) Severe allergios. 


Leo G. Hees, M.D. promptly reported this and the fact that 
I sent copies of some of my European treatment recordn to 


‘my leawyerea in Germany in conneotion with my indemnification 


claim to the orime syndicate. I did not even inolude anything 
from whioh medical malpractice could be readily seen. 


Nowever, as of August 25, 1970 the adulteration of all foods 
had resumed. It had been pretty well stopped aince about 
middle of May or beginning of dune, 1970. 


From Ootober, 1970 on 1 was suffering from unnatural pers- 
piration, caused by adulterated water and food. 


iy November 23, 1970, 1 had developed a bronchitis and ohill 
from this unnatural perspiration. Leo G. liesa, Mele gave me 
NILGOL ELIXIR samples against the bronchitis. 


On November 27, 1970 , Leo G. Hens, MoD. gave me FROBANTINE 
with PHENOBARBITAL tablete, which ore really for ulcers, to 
altevinte the perepiration and arain NILCOL LLIXIR ageainet 
the bronchitis. However, the condition continued without 
noticeable improvenent. 
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Ty January 25, 1971, 4t had onuned n severe inflarmation of 
my eyes. Leo G. Hens, M.D. said I should not see any eye 
dootorx and recommended VISINE eye drops. He claimed it came 
from the air pollution and 1 knew that thie wae not true. 


On February 2, 1971, I nevertheless went to see ophtalmologist 
Ulrich Ollendorff,M.D., Now York, NY. He first wanted to give 
me eye drope that contained sulfg. “hen I told him that I may 
be aller;ic to sulfa, he prereribed NKO-DECADRON eye drops. 
Same contain cortison. They were, howcver,ineufficient to 
improve or eliminate thie inflammation of my eyes. 


Ny eye balls were almort as hard as atone nnd hurt badly.This 
came from the kidneys in conjunction with allergies. It took 
later in Europe several months of treatment with cortison 
tablets to get rid of it. 


Peginning of February, 1971, the unnatural perspiration had 
been ntopped for a few days, i.e. the adulteration of water 
and food, to apparently maxe me believe that Leo G. Hese', 
¥.). medicine had caused the improvement. 


About middle of February, 1971 the unnatural perapiration 
statted again. I pot rhinitis with temperature. I stayed in 
bed and used mainly bufferin tablets and a few Voricidin 
(antihistamine) tablets. 


On February 26, 1971, Leo C. licon, } Dey again gave me 
Frobantine with Phenobarbital tablets n¢gainat unnatural 
perapiration and preocribed Hovahiatin syrup against the 
bronchitis and rhinitis and Telrazete againet the Tonsilitis. 


On March 2, 1971, Leo G. Hess,).D. again presottbed NOVAHISTIN 
BYTUP. 


By Yerch 67 1971, ry beonohitis had become so bad that I had 
developed n temperature of 101°r. IL phored leo G. less, iD. 
and asked him to core to my apartment, since the weather wae 
bad. tie firet dernnded that 1 core to ois office but later 

on he unexpectedly appenred at my apartment. Obviourly, the 
orime syndicate which tapped my phone told him to go and 
malpractice. He prepared an injection and 1 told him that this 
wae not Penicillin. He said no, it wan TERRAMYCIN and olnimed 
that same wae better and that Penicillin was overrated. le 
raid he would give me an extra large injeotion and used about 
2 suble inches of it. 


On March 10, 1971, the temperature and bronchitis had still 

not been eliminated, end I went to his office where Leo G. 
Hesa,M.D. gave me another TEKRAMYCIN injeotion of 1-1/2 oubio 
inches. lie also proscribed PROBANTINE with PHENOBARBITAL tablets 
against the peropiration. le then said he would the same day 

go on vacation until March 22, 1971 without telling me what 
physioian to see in case of need. 


Thies TERRAMYCLN had meanwhile caused me somewhat loose stool. 
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Since the febrile bronchitis still persisted, I went on 

March 13, 1971 to the office of Alexander !'uller, !.D., 

800 Riverside Drive, New York, N¥ 10032. @had never known 
or seen him before. 1 told him about the TERRAMYOIN injections 
of Leo G. Hess, ¢.D., and he asked whether I was allergic to 
PENICILLIN. I told him no and that I tolerate Penicillin 
perfectly. Neverthelesa, without saying anything further, 
Alexander iuller, M.D. gave me a TETRACYCLIU injection and 
prosoribed 15 capnules of 250mg ench of ACHROMYCIN to be 

taken four times per day. After five capsules I developed 

a skin rash and a' severe diarhea. I did not take the remaining 
ten oapsules. 


On March 18, 1971, the meat bought from buteher Paul Cymerman, 
4051 Broadway, ew York, ilY, was heavily adulterated with 

a chemical that caused the diarhen to become even worne. By then 
i wae sure that thin was a newly planned attenpt in my life. 


In Wevoh 22, 1971, I saw Leo G. Hens, M.D. ard asked hin to 
wet vhe adulteration of ment and foods stopped. jie refused 
ani wanted ¥#% me to take either another TERRAMYCIW injection 
or an injection of adulterated Vitamin 3B 12 of which a newly 
delivered bottle was standing on his table, “Bo clear up 

the bronchitis". Vitamin 3 12 in of no use for trenting 
Bronchiitis anyway. * arm not allergic to unecdulterated 
Vitamin 38 12. 


‘I refused and asked him for a PENLULLLIN injection which | 
he refused. ile became quite nanty nnd sarcastio and told 
me L could now change physicians. 


It turned out that the continuous unnatural perspiration had 
been caused by induokng a special chemical into tho water 

and foou which then oaused this allergic reaction via my 
vegetative nervous system and kidneys. It also caused them 
allerpic reaction of my eyern. Leo U. Heas, I... thon cultivated 
this allergic renction to the point where an infection ocourred 
and antibioticn were needed. And instead of using /ENICILLIN 
which in my «nase had alvays beon used for Bro:.chitisa with 
perfect renulte, he used TPREANYCIN which works through the 
liver and b11@ and is contraindicated in patients with 

kidney impairments and liver darage, since it then causse 
kidney and liver toxidiocity. Jeo G. leas, M.D. knew that 

1 had kidney and liver damage. 


Alexander ffuller, ¥.. knew from the use of TIRIANYCIN by 

Teo C. fess, }.D. that I wae the one who was to be malpracticed 
on and who had a malpractice history. He, therefore, used 
TETRACYOLIN and ACHROMYOIN which are even worse for my condition 
than TERRAMYCIN and whieh oaused me the final severe diarrheg 
and bile duct inflammation and new kidney and liver toxidicity. 
FROBANTHINE with PHENOBARBITAL and NOVAHISTIN were used ty 

Leo Ge Hess, Kel. to blook up my kidneys , liver and ganglia. 
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On March 22, 1971, whiie I anw Leo G. Nese, N.., someone, 
most likely our building superintendent's wife, entered my 


kitchen and adulterated my good oatmenl and aleo adulterated 


other foode. This oatmeal was 20 heavily poisoned that one 
or two spoons full caused mo severe burns and blisters 

on my tongue. This caused me even uo ¥R¥¥K worse diarrhea 
with hepatio oramps and a severe rllergic reaction in ny 
fnce, eyes and forehead. Foremost, however, it caused me 
an immediate Tachycardia with ooronary insufficiengey and 
myocardial weaknens. My pulue was going day and night at 


a rate of over one hundred per minute for many weeks there=- 


after. 


No doubt, Leo G. Heus, M.D. or his wife, had phoned the orime 


syndionte that I wie in Bis office, and the adulteration 
in my kitohen wan coordinated through them. 


I lost about 15 lba. within a few days and continued to 
rndically lose weight. My heart wae so badly weakencd that 


I could expeot it t> atopy any minute. This new kidney damage 


rapidly elevated my blood rressure to 160/90. I nover had 
such } nh blood pressure in my life and it was obvio:sly 


enzineered to oauve a tromboaia or other irreversible heart 


attaok. 


Ny normal blood pressure in recent years was about 115/70 

and at no time oxgeaded 130/80 or ao. Later on in urope 

it dropped below the 115/70 level ao it had done during 
earlier malpractices. ' 


Leo G. Ilana, !'«D. and Alewander Iuller, ''.). ware fully 
responoible for thie murder attempt. No doubt, details 
about this planned murder had been olroulnrized earlier 
among the medical profession. 


In order to save my life, 1 had to flee to Yurope on 
April 13, 1971, where I have been ever singe.
